| Petition of Bugg. 

The petition of Colonel Bugg, 
upon which the order of Judge S.b- 
ley was issued late Thursday alt- 
ernoon, recited the fact that, based 
upon the January operation of the

by the United States railroad labor 
board.

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Retiring President 


Hangs Out Shingle 
As Active Attorney 


Washington, March 3.—President 
Wilson formally announced today 
that he would “resume the practice 
of law” in‘a partnership with Bain- 
bridge Colby, the retiring secretary 
of state. The firm will maintain 
offices in New York and Wash- 
ington. 

The announcement was made at 
the white house in the followlus 
statement: 

“President Wilson made the an- 
nouncement today that at the con- 
clusion of hig term of office, he 
would resume the practice of law, 
forming a partnership with the sec- 
retary of state, Bainbridge Colby. 

“The firm will have offices in 
New York and Washington.” 

Was Surpri*e., 

The president’s announcement, 
wholly unexpected, will recall to 
the public mind one of his least 
known of attainments—that of be- 
ing a lawyer. He was graduated in 
law from the University of Vir- 
ginia in 1881, and practiced law in 
Atlanta in 1882 and 1883. In the 
latter year he went to Baltimore 
to take up post-graduate work at 
Hopkins university, and 
practiced some in the local courts 
in that city. ; 

Mr. Wilson did not remain long 
at the practice of law, however, for 
in 1885 he began his career as a 
college professor, taking up the 
chair of history and political] econ- 
omy at Bryn Mawr, -From that 
time ofward until he left the field 
of collegiate work and became gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, Mr. Wilson 
did not figure in the practice of 
law. 

No announcement was made of 
the character of practice the new 
firm will take up, but the pre- 
sumption is that it will engage 
principally in international law and 
collateral work. The announce- 
ment that offices would be maln- 
tained in New York and Washing- 
ton was generally taken to mean 
that Mr. Colby probably would 
take charge of affairs at New York, 
and that Mr. Wilson, who will 
maintain his home here, would look 
after -affairs in Washington, 

- _Physteally Able. “s 

Rear Admiral Grayson, Mr. Wil- 
son’s personal physician, said to- 
day that the retiring .. nt 
would find it possible to pract 
law without subjecting him§gelf to 
a strain réacting on his ysical 
condition. Admiral Grayson id 
he knew of no reason why Mr. ‘Wil- 
son would not be able to appear 
before the supreme court § occas- 
ionally. * 

The wide extent of Mr. Wilson's 
knowledge of inside international 
affairs during the last eight years 
can only be left to the imagina- 
tion. He has a personal store of 
data on the peace conference and 
its proceemngs which is possessed 
by certainly no one -else in. tne 
United States, and it probably is 
not excéeded in volume and im- 
portance by any European public 
man, : 

Mr. Colby has never engaged in 
any other profession than that of 
law. He began practice in New 
York in 1892, and represented many 
important clients. His_ first ap- 
pearance in national politics was 
in 1908, When he was identified 
with the movement to nominate 
Colonel Roosevelt for the presiden- 
cy in the celebrated contest with 
President Taft. Mr. Colby | later 
became identified with the progres- 
sive party, but in 1916 he cam- 
paignéed for President Wilson’s re- 
election, and. later was appointed 
to the shipping board. He became 


secretary of state when Mr..Wilson 


dismissed Secretary Lansing last 
ear, 

s The announcement that President 
Wilson will return to the practice 
of law brings out the interesting 
reminder that he was admitted to 
the bar in Atlanta and for two) 
years practiced here, his office be- 
ing on the second floor of the 
pbuilding at the corner of Marietta 
and Broad streets, just above the 
store now occupied by the Schulte 
Cigar company. 

Another interesting fact in con- 
nection with the announcement of 
the president's resumption of law 
upon ending his administration as 
the nation’s chief executive is that 
Judge George Hillyer, still a prom- 
inent Atlantan, was seving on the 
superior court bench here in 1881, 
presiding at. the Session in which 
young Woodrow Wilson, then just 
gaduated from the University of 
Viginia. law school, was admitted 
to the Georgia Bar. President Wil- 
son took the two-year law cou at 
Virginia after completion’ o is 
course at Princeton, which univer- 
sity he later headed as president.

TO ACCEPT TERMS 


Allies to Advance Fur- 
ther Into Germany If 
Conditions -Laid Down 
Are Then Not Accepted. 


SPECIFIC PENALTIES 
OUTLINED AT LONDON 


Lloyd-George Says Until 
Germany Realizes True 
Situation There Is No 
Need for Consideration. 


London, March 3.—Germany was 
given until Monday noon to accept 
the fundamental conditions laid 
down by the supreme allied council 
at Paris. The German delegates 
were informed by the allied repre- 
sentatives today that if. Germany 
does not accept those terms the al- 
lies will take immediate steps. 

The first will be the occupation 
by allied troops of the cities of 
Duisburg and Duesseldorf and Ruhr- 
dorf at the mouth of the Ruhr, 12 
miles west of Essen. 

Second, each allied country ‘will 
Place such a tax on German mer- 
chandise as it may deem proper. 

Third, a customs boundary along 
the Rhine, under allied control, wili 
be established. 

Only Modification. 

The German delegation was in- 
formed that the only modification 
of the Paris reparations decisions 
permitted to Germany would be as 
regarded conditions of payment, 
such as a reduction of the period 
of annuities from 42 years to 
years. ‘. 

Germany’s counter proposals, 
which were submitted to the allies 
on Tuesday, were not susceptibleroef 
examination, Premier Lloyd-George 
told Dr. Walter Simons, head of the 
German delegation, in substance, 
after today’s session of the confer- 
ence had assembled at St. James pal- 
ace at noon.

: Advantages Renounced. 
‘Germany added the British prime 
minister, in refusing to accept the 
concessions proposed by the allies 
with regard to reparations, had by 
the same act renounced the advan- 
tages granted her at the previous 
conference with the allies. 

Mr. Lloyd-George then on behalf 
of. the allies, announced the ulti- 
matum., , 

After Mr. Lloyd-George had fin- 
ished, Dr. Simons, for the Germans, 


said the intentions of the German 
government had been quite misun- 
derstood. The German delegation, 
he said, wuold reply at noon on Mon 
day. 

‘In delivering the alliés’ ultima- 
tum to the German delegation, Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George said: 

Not Asking Costs. 

“We are not asking for the costs 
of the war. The charges On the 
alfies were so enormous it would 
be impossible to ask a Single coun- 
try to bear them. We have in- 
Sisted that Germany pay repara- 
tions with respect to the charges 
cast upon the respective countries 
by material damage and inuries in- 
flicted upon the lives and limbs of 
th inhabitants.” 

Mr. Lloyd-George gave figures 
of the budgets of the allied coun- 
tries and asked: . “What is there 
comparable in the German budget 
to this?’

Deliberate Damage: 


An incredible amount of damage 
has been done deliberately, with 
the view of destroying the essen- 
tial means of production of France 
and Belgium, Mr. Lloyd-George de- 
clared, adding: 

“Therefore, unless reparation is 
made by Germany, it means the vic- 
tor will pay the price of defeat, and 
the vanquished reap the fruits of 
victory.” 

The prime minister also referred 
to the deportation of Belgian work- 
ers, the destruction of mercantile 
shipping, 
crippling of multitudes of young 
men. The casualiies, he said, rep- 
resented not merely the loss to the 
countries in strength and capacity 
for wealth production, but a heavy 
annual burden on the resources of 
the countries in pensions. 


Wants Sincerity. 


“France alone, Great Britain 
alone, in this respect, each bear» 
an annual burden which is almost 
thrice the amount of the whole pay- 
ment now offered’ by Germany to 
meet our claims of reparation for 
damages of al] kinds,” Mr. Lloyd- 
George declared. The loss of Ger- 
man lives and the devastation of 
East Prussia were trivial, he as- 
serted, as compared with that in- 
flicted on France. What Germany 
offered was not one-fourth the sum 
eogurred to repair the damage, the 
Prime minister said, and that on 
eondition that those who need it 
must find itoutof their own pock- 
‘ets on high privileged terms. It 
was here that Lloyd-George said 
that if German&’& came with a pro- 
posal which indicated a sincere de- 
sire to discharge its obligations, it

Bales of Linters and 
Low-Grade Cotton Con- 
sumed by Flamies..

A loss that is roughly estimated 
at around $165,000 was sustainec 
Thursday night when the plant of 
the Royal Cotton Products company, 
onu Milton aventte adjacent to the 
tracks ef the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad, was destroyed by 
fire. . 

The concern is engaged in exten- 
sive manufacture of materials from 
linters and low-grade‘cotton. It oc- 
cupied a two-story brick structure 
about 300. feet deep by 150 feet wide, 
which was totally destroyed. 

One of the chief losses of the cun- 
flagration resulted through the de- 
struction of between 3,000 and 4,000 
bales of linters and low-grade cot- 
ton which were stored in the build- 
ing. 

In addition to this, the entire ma- 
chinery and equipment of the piant 
was totally destroyed. 

Building Total Loss. 

The loss to the building is esti- 
mated at $40,000. 
owned by the Atlanta and West 
Peint railway, which is satd to have

Caroner’s Jury Completes

On the recommendation of a 
coroner’s jury which completed an 


inquest Thursday, R. H. Hambrick

R. A. Cline and W. I. Knox, both 
of 256 North Jackson street, said 
to have been in the room with Dr. 
Neville and Hamrick just before the 
shooting, are held as accessories 
before the fact, under the verdict 
of the jury. 

Nothing new of importance was 
developed in the investigation. Ef- 
forts of police and county officers 
to locate J. K. Smith with a sum- 
mons to appear before the investi- 
gation proved futile. 


Accident Is Claimed. 


Hamrick did not deny shooting 
Dr. Neville. but stated it was 


a similar statement to City De- 
tective Cody at the Grady hospital 
Sunday evening, it is said. 

If is claimed by Cline and Knox 
that both Dr. Neville and Hamrick 
were under the influence of whisky: 
that Hamrick was promiscuously 
pointed his pistol about the room 
and that all except Dr. Neville left. 
When they returned they found the 
doctor lying in a pool of blood in 
ae room and Hamrick gone, they 
said. 

Hamrick admits that after shoot- 
ine Dr. Neville he left the scene 
without summoning medical aid, it 
is said. He states he was very nerv- 
ous and excited and that he did 
not realize that the doctor was se- 
riously wounded.

Hamrick claims that he was car- 
rying the pistol as a_ protection 
against footpads and .that he was 
taking it from one pocket to place 
it in another when it was accidental- 
ly discharged. 

When interviewed by Detective 
Cody at the- hospital. Dr. Neville 
is said to have_ refused to disclose 
the identity or whereabouts of the 
man that. shot him and to have 
stated that the shooting was acci- 
dental. 

Funeral servicés were held from

noon, and burial was in-«the West 
View cemetery, Rev., Russell K.

Washington March 3.—Extension 
of the work of the shjpping board 
vessels was urged in a platform 
adopted today by the Southern Com- 
mercial congress at the closing ses- 
sion of its three days’ conference 
here.

Marketing Co-operation, 

Efforts should be made among 
ee iG to secure the best co-op- 
eration in marketing their supplies. 

Direct dealing between farmers 
and consumers should be encour- 
aged as much as possible. 

Railroad rates should be investi- 
gated and efforts made to so fix 
charges that they will not be a det- 
fiment to the farmer. 

An’ investigation should be made 
to establish a, national chambef of 
agriculture with a view to aiding 
farmers to find markets and fur- 
thering other causes of the farm 
produce. 

The convention also went on rec- 
ord as tavoring the establishinent 
of auxiliary congresses in the six- 
teen southern states. 

Resolutions favoring the impre@ve- 
ment of state highways and the cre- 
ation of national system of high- 
ways were also adopted.

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New Costa Rican 
Move to Involve 
United States 


May Rush Troops to Coto Dis- 
trict Via Territory Award- 
ed to Panama. 


Panama, March 3.—Costa Rican 
forces are being rushed to the Coto 
district between this country and 
Costa Rica, where Panaman and 
Casta Rican troops have been en 
gaged in hostilities, it was said in 
dispatches to the government here. 
A steamer, it is declared, has been 
at Punta Arenas taking on troops 
and munitions, and it is believed 
the Costa Ricans planned to land 
thege forces on the eastern shore 
of Burica Point, a projection of 
Yand which marks the Pacific end 
of the nag el between Panama 

d Costa Rica. ; 
a" Should this. maneuver be carried 
out, the Panaman forces, which re- 
cently captured units occupying Co- 
to, to the northeast, would be in 
danger of being cut off from their 
base of supplies. Chief significance 
of such a move on the part of Costa 
Rica, however, would appear to 
center around the fact that it would 
involve the United States, since the 
shore east of Burica Point was 
given to Panama under the arbitra- 
tion ruling of Chief Justice White, 
which was handed down in 1914:. It 
has been understood here that the 
United States department of state 
has been resting upon the interpre- 
tation of treaties obligating the 
Wnited States to protect the terri- 
torial integrity of Panama.

They had a nice iit- 
tle heart-to-heart conference today 
preparatory to their important meet- 
ing tomorrow with the men of the 
executive committee and with the 
full national committee in which 
the women will take part. 
Visits Capitol. 


Mrs. Fosseen is the one who trav- 
oles the greatest distance sto get 
her She passed some of Mer time 
today up in the capitol with Repre- 
sentative Schall and others of the 
Minnesota delegation in congress. 
On her return to her hotel she de- 
cJared it her belief that the new 
congress would put through the 
Sheppard-Towner maternity and in- 
fancy bill in the early weeks of the 
session. 

“Indeed,” she said, “I found that 
cne of the reasons why the repub- 
lican leaders did not want to pass 
it this session is that they wanted 
the republican administration to 
have full credit for it.

Passed Agricultural 
Bill Includes Item 
To Fight Peach Pest 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 

Washington, March 3.—(Special.) 
The general agricultural appropria- 
tion bill, as it emerged from the 
conferees and was finally sent to 
the president today for signature, 
carried with it the item of $10,000 
for government investigation and 
eradication of the curculio pests in 
the peach orchards of Géorgia. This 
item was originally omitted from 
the house bill during a fight on 
the floor, althougk the Georgia 
members supported it vigorously, 
and Larsen, of the Twelfth, made 
a strong and forceful appeal de- 
claring that the existence of this 
pest had cost the peach orchard- 
ists of Georgia, not less than $2,- 
000,000 in the year 1920, this figure 
having been officially puntiened by 
the state department of agriculture. 
When the bill reached the senate, 
however, the Georgia item was 
Placed back, and it was accepted 
by the conferees. Upon -its return 
to the two houses of congress, fight 
on the Georgia item had subsided, 
and consequently it passed with- 
out protest. 

Should the bill become a law, 
therefore, with the signature of 
President Wilson tomorrow morn- 
ing, the United States department 
of agriculture will 
take up curcullo investigations in 
Georgia.

Witness Testifies 
Felts Threatened 
ToShoot UpTown 


Willianson, W. Va., March 3.— 
Threats to “shoot up” Matewan, 
and kill Chief of Police Sid Hat- 
field and Mayor C. C. Testerman, 
were made by Albert C. Felts prior 
to the street shooting last May 19, 
according to testimony given to- 
day in circuit court. Troy Farley, 


a 20-year-old youth, called by the 
defense, told the jury’ that he was 
at Union Camp, near Matewan, 
when the Baldwin-Felts operatives 
were carrying out the eviction of 
miners’ families from Stone Moun- 
tain Coal company houses early in 
the day of the shooting. 

He testified that he heard Felts, 
in charge of the work of eviction, 
say to one of his operatives: 

“Come here a minute, Cunning- 
ham. Get your men and get ready. 
Get lined up down there (Mate- 
wan) this evening. When we g0 
down we will kill Sid Hatfield and 
Cabel Testerman. We will shoot up 
the town and kill the organizers. 
We will break the strike; break 
this thing up. If one of our men 
flinches an inch, we will kill him 
likewise.” 

Farley admitted on cross-exami- 
nation that he is a friend of the 
seventeen defendants, including Sid 
Hatfield, on trial in connection 
with the killing of Albert C, Felts 
during a street shooting. He said, 
however, that upon his return to 
Matewan after hearing the remarks 
testified to, he did not warn Hat- 
field or Testerman of the threat, 
statMmg “I dfdn’t think much 
about it.” 

Ten persons—seven. private de- 
tectives, Mayor Testerman and two 
other residents of the little mining 
town—received wounds that caused 
their death during the rifle and 
pistol engagement following the 
eviction process. ;
